A STRANGE “JUNGLE C1 CHILD. 


ALLAHABAD, July ath, 

“Gonuiterable excitement wes caused in 
Nainital, writes a Mioncer correspondent 
on July 20th, by the arrival at the'hospital 
of @ wild- looking creature caught in the 
jungle and made over to the police, This 
crenture was at one time beyond doubt o 
human female child, -but is now -best 
| described as a monkey child of probably 
eight ¢ “But for the 
fact thatthe hosp ties have cut 


‘| the long shaggy hair from its head,’ put 


on.some clothes and tied it- by a rope. to 
a pillor-of the porch it is, at present in 
the same condition as whén captured. It 
is suffering from an ulecrated foot, which 
has been bandaged since its arrival at the 
hospital ; but this injury was probably the 
cause of. its being ‘unable to evade, its 
captor. When first brought in it was in 
a very frightened’ state and would cat 
nothing but grass and raw potatoes, but 
later it took bread and milk. Tt cried 
and whimpered, but is unable to talk, 
though it can undoubtedly hear. Its fear 


“| has. now subsided to o great extent and 


it will take and cat chapatties and apples. 
That it. was at one time a human child 
is proved beyond doubt-by the fact that 
it carries vaccination marks on both-arms, 
but exposure to the elements had caused 
a thick growth of hair down each’ side: of 
its face and down its spine. On its head 
aro tivo or threo heavy sears, There are 
some small circular scars on its knees and 
a few in other places.. There can be little 
doubt it-has always walked upright, as

and its actions and mode of looking at 
one also. simulate the ape. Its hands 
aro long, thin and bony, and: its nails 
thick, long and strong. This is 
undoubtedly a case of child abandonment, 
which: is by no means uncommon during 
periods: of searcity in India, of survival 
in ‘spite of adverse circumstances and of 
partial return to the origin of man. The 
problem is how the child existed during” 
the period it has lived in the jungle. 
Unfortunately there. are no means of 
telling how long it has lived there as years 
of scarcity. have been common. of late.

Then ensued such a panic 
that the- soldiers became | utierly dis- 
organised, threw away their arms, and 
took to their heels. 

Much the.eame thing happencd to the 
Austrians at Leuthen: «2 cavalry attack 
converted the Russian re iments into a 
hopeless rabble. It is only very seldom 
that when the mind of an army has been 
thrown off its balance ite equilibrium can 
be reatored and the troops can be reform- 

ed for battle. 
ing this is to expose the .terror-atricken 
mass to another danger. So at Wagram 
the bridges which would have been crossed 
by the fngitives were by Massena’s orders 
blocked up, and guns were turned on the 
disorganised mass.
